Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph as failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the invention in the use of the 
following functional languages: (1) "removing", (2) • 
"salting out" and (3) "endotoxin is removed". 
Applicants should set forth the means for carrying out 
their process. Further, it is not clear as to what 
stage the dialysis steps occur. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 USC 103 as being 
obvious from the disclosure of Ayme et al. in combination 
with either of Pope, Helting '765, Helting '819 and 
Relyveld. Ayme et al teaches the removal of endotoxin 
from a culture of Boredetella pertussis. Each of the other 
references teach the conventional step of detoxifying bacterial 
endotoxin using formaldehyde. To combine the conventional 
steps taught in the prior art in a process as instantly 
claimed in deemed obvious and within the skill of the 
art . Although, the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, 
the differences between the subject matter sought 

to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject ratter 
as a whole would have been obvious at the tttme the invention 
was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to 
which said subject matter pertains. 
No claim is allowed. 
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
